TuE Russian Grand Dukes are the bane of 
their country. There are thirty of them, for 
the most part men of luxurious, dissolute, and 
corrupt lives, Their influence on the Govern- 
ment is dictated rather by dynastic than 
patriotic considerations, says a correspondent

It cannot be said that there:is no justification |- 
for the vigorous protest of the matine insur- 
ance correspondent of the 7Ymer at “the semi- 
piratical exploits” of the Russian Volunteer 
Ctitisers in the Red Sea, says a home paper. 
According to a statement in the House of 
lords by the Marquis of Lansdowne, speaking 
a British ship on the high seas is 
regarded as British territory, 
hoard, whether British or foreigners, ure re- 
garded as being on British territory, and have 
the same protection and rights as though they 
were actually on British territory. In Philli- 
more's great work on international law, it is 
said that. ‘there is no more unquestionable 
proposition that neutral States are entitled to 
carry on, upon their own account, a tradé with 
a belligerent” (Int. Law,.v. 3, p. 161). There 
is clearly, therefore, the utmost renson for re- 
sentment at the interference of Russia with our 
enormous sea-borne Eastern commerce on the 
pretext of exercising their belligerent right of 
intercepting contraband in transitu. 

Sir H. S, Maxim observes that from the very 
beginning of ‘international law a belligerent’ 
has been allowed to prevent a neutral from 
supplying his enemy with things capable of 
being used immediately in war. (Lectures on 
Int, Law, V.) Vattel observes that a neutral 
ship refusing'to be searched would frem that 
proceeding alone be condemned as lawful prize. 
(Droits.des Gens, Bk, [11.,¢.7.) The hardship 
that lias ansen in this present war is that Rus- 
sia has declared nearly every conceivable 
article contraband that can possibly be included 
in that category, and that, unlike Japan, she 
has not divided her contraband articles into 
two classes, and therefore always confiscates 
everything, instead of exercising the milder 
belligerent right of pre-emption, 
cruisers Seem to act upon the principle that a 
British steamer in Eastern waters is necessari- 
ly conveying contraband, In the case of the 
Jaina, Lord Stowell, our great British authority 
on maritime law, observed that “goods going 
toa neutral port cannot come under the des- 
cription of contraband, all goods going there 
being equally lawful." 

Sir W. Harcourt, when discussing, as “ His- 
toricus,” the case of the Trent, 1861, observed : 
“ tn order to constitute contraband of war, it is 
absolutely essential that two elements should 
concur—namely, a hostile quality and a hostile 
destination.” If either of these elements is 
wanting, that great authority observes, there 
can be no such thing as contrabard.

It seems to be currently believed that the 
cruiser Aé.- Petersourg passed through the 
Dardanelles disguised as a hospital ship. Ever 
since 1809, the Sultan has agre-d, except. for 
his own self-defence and at his request, to 
admit no fareign ship of war into the straits, 
and \Wheaton's editur, in the last edition of his 
speaks of this as a 
principle still incorporated in the public law of 
Ifthe St. Petersburg really did avail 
herself of a ruse to pass the straits, she, never- 
theless, clearly infringed the first article of the 
Convention of 1856, ratifying the Convention 
of 1809. There is a limit,even in war, to the 
‘extent to which a rusé may be prictised on an 
enemy, and certainly these seems no justifica- 
tion for the employment of ruse to avoid a 
The fact that the cruiser St 
Petersburg is probably a dommissioned vessel 
makes no difference.’ The events of the 
American Civil War showed on- bath sides 
that a commissioned cruiser may act in a 
highly irregular -manner. One may instance 
the actions of the Federal steamer San 
Jacinto, or the Confederate Alebawu, both 
of whom were cummissioned. 

A farther point seems to arise in the repeated 
visils of Russian vessels to the neutral French 
port of Jibutil, in French Somaliland. Accord. 
ing to international law, a belligerent vessel 
may.not stay ata neutral’ port for more than 
twenty-four hours, except in case of distress. 
The Russian Admiral Virenius was reported 
ag at or near Jibutil for the greater part ofa 
whole month after the declaration of war, and 
the Russian cruisers now making such depre- 
dations on our commerce seem to make. that 
port a basia of their operations,

Not long ago quite a thritl of consternation 
ran through the settlement when a party of 
Malays and Kanakas undertook to settle their 
differences by primitive means, They applied 
in due form to the Government Resident for 
permission to fight, and only began operations 
when, owing to a misunderstanding, they be- 
lieved they had obtained his consent.
